Rule  59. 

A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
TV  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
ti  ade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  othe 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of’  the  com- 
munity,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows :

draw-bridge  or  not.  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.

ON  a Report,  dated  21st  December,  1895,  from  the 
Minister  of  tiie  Interior,  stating  that  the  British 
Columbia  Drainage  and  Dyking  Company,  as  the 
successors  of  Messrs.  Nathan  and  Mohun,  have  been 
authorized  under  the  several  Orders  in  Council  in  that 
behalf  to  purchase  a tract  of  about  15,000  acres  in 
extent  known  as  the  Pitt  River  Meadows,  at  the  rate 
of  $5.75  per  acre,  so  soon  as  they  shall  have  reclaimed 
these  lands  by  dyking  and  drainage. 

The  Minister  states  that  by  an  Order  in  Council  of 
the  7th  March,  1893,  for  -the  reasons  therein  stated, 
this  company  was  required  to  consent  to  the  inclusion 
of  that  portion  of  the  lands  lying  south  of  the  Lillooet

NORTH  VANCOUVER  BY-LAWS. 


A BY-LAW 

To  authorize  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Xortli 
Vancouver  to  borrow  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and 
five  hundred  dot  lavs  on  terms  of  sect  ion  eleven  ( 1 1 ) 
of  the  “ Municipal  Act  Amendment  Act,  1895,” 
and  the  sub-sections  thereof. 

THEREAS,  under  section  eleven  (11)  of  the  said 
the  “Municipal  Act  Amendment  Act,  1895,” 
and  the  sub-sections  thereof,  the  said  Corporation  of 
tiie  District  of  North  Vancouver  is  empowered  to  bor- 
row such  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  the  amount 
equal  to  the  total  amount  of  taxes  upon  land  or  real 
property,  as  shown  by  the  revised  Assessment  Roll  of 
the  Municipality  for  the  preceding  year,  and  bearing 
such  rate  of  interest  as  may  be  requisite,  to  meet  the 
current  legal  expenditure  of  the  Corporation,  which 
becomes  payable  out  of  the  annual  revenue  before  the 
revenue  for  the  year  becomes  payable  by  the  taxpayers: 

And  whereas  the  total  amount  of  taxes  upon  land 
and  real  property,  as  shown  by  the  revised  Assessment 
Roll  of  the  Municipality  for  the  year  preceding,  namely, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  is  the 
amount  of  twelve  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
dollars  and  fifty-two  cents  : 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  to  meet  the  current 
legal  expenditure  of  the  said  Corporation  which 
becomes  payable  out  of  the  annual  revenue  before  the 
revenue  for  the  said  current  year  becomes  payable  by 
the  taxpayers,  which  said  sum  is  to  be  repaid  as  here- 
after provided  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Municipality  of  North  Vancouver,  in  open  meet- 
ing assembled,  that: — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  of  the 
District  of  North  Vancouver  to  borrow  from  any  per- 
son or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  and  that  in 
one  or  more  sums,  an  amount  of  money  not  exceeding 
in  all  the  sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  of 
lawful  money  of  Canada,  and  to  pay  therefor  a rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum, 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  current  legal  expend- 
iture of  the  Municipality  of  North  Vancouver  which 
is  payable  out  of  the  annual  revenue  for  the  year  before 
the  revenue  is  payable  by  the  taxpayers  : 

2.  The  money  so  borrowed  by  them,  with  interest 
thereon,  shall  be  a liability  payable  out  of  the  municipal 


revenue  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  and  be  repayable  and  repaid  on  or  before 
the  thirty-first  day  of  August  of  the  same  year. 

3.  The  obligation  to  be  given  as  an  acknowledgment 
of  the  liability  hereby  authorized  shall  be  in  the  form 
of  a promissory  note  or  notes,  signed  by  the  Reeve  of 
the  said  Corporation,  and  by  the  Clerk,  and  also  by 
the  Finance  Committee,  ami  bearing  the  corporate  seal 
of  the  said  Corporation,  which  said  promissory  note 
or  notes  shall  be  made  payable,  with  interest  at  a rate 
not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum,  on  or 
before  the  thirty-first  day  of  August,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-six 

4.  “Temporary  Loan  By-Law,  Number  One,  for 
1896,”  is  hereby  repealed. 

5.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  “Temporary  Loan 
By-Law',  Number  Two,  for  1896.” 

Passsed  by  the  Council  of  the  said  Municipality  this 
12th  da}'  of  February,  1896.

NEW  WESTMINSTER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

C.  P.  R.  RIGHT-OF-WAY  BY-LAW,  1895. 

A By-Aa iv  to  authorize  and  ratify  the  execution  by 
the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  certain  documents  in  con- 
nection  with  the  Canadian  Pacific.  Jtailicay  Com- 
pany's right-of-way  within  the  City  of  Xew  West- 
minster. 

mHE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 

I City  of  New'  Westminster  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  to 
execute  a certain  conveyance  made  from  the  City  of 
New'  Westminster  to  tho  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  bearing  date  the  20th  day  of  July,  A.  D. 
1895,  which  said  conveyance  is  marked  “ A ” on  the 
first  page  thereof,  and  signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  New'  Westminster. 

2.  That  the  execution  by  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of 
the  said  City  of  a certain  agreement  made  between 
the  City  of  New'  Westminster  and  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company,  bearing  date  the  13th  day  of  May, 
a.D.  1895  (w’bich  said  agreement  is  marked  “B”  on 
the  first  page  thereof,  and  signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  said  City  of  New'  Westminster),  be, 
and  the  same  is,  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 

3.  Section  3 of  the  “ Street  Closing  By-Law,  1895,” 
is  hereby  repealed. 

4.  So  much  of  Auckland  Street  as  extends  from 
Twelfth  Street  westerly  to  Columbia  Street  produced 
is  hereby  stopped  up  and  closed  to  public  traffic,  except 
so  much  of  that  part  of  the  said  portion  of  Auckland 
Street  as  consists  of  a small  triangular  piece  not 
coloured  on  the  plan  attached  to  a conveyance  made 
from  the  City  of  New  Westminster  to  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  bearing  date  13th  day  of 
May,  A.D.  1895,  and  marked  “B”  on  the  first  page 
thereof,  and  signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  which  is  necessary 
to  include  in  the  said  proposed  street  for  the  purpose 
of  making  the  same  of  uniform  width  throughout,  and 
shall  form  part  of  such  proposed  street  accordingly. 

5.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “C.  P.  R.  Right- 
of-Way  By-Law,  1895.”
